WASHINGTON, Dec. 25 (UP)— 
Defense Department officials said 
today they have just about finished 
drawing up next year’s military 
budget, which will be the largest 
in the nation’s peacetime history. 


The budget will be presented to 
Congress when it reconvenes for 
its second session next month. It 
was expected to call for an expen- 
diture of about 40 billion dollars 
for defense purposes in the year 
ending July 1, 1959. 


This compared with a 38-billion- 


|| dollar military budget drafted last 


January for the current fiscal 
year. Actual spending, however, 
will reach about 39 billion dollars 
this year because of stepped - up 
activity in the light of Soviet 
missile and satellite successes.

The one-billion-dollar difference 
between anticipated spending this 
year and next doesn’t completely 
reflect the full impact of the post- 
sputnik decisions. 


Beefing up the nation’s space- 
age defenses will involve awards 
of procurement contracts for 
equipment which will take a num- 
ber of years to develop, produce 
and deliver.

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State Leaders Look 
To Brighter Future 


The 1958 Industrial Sur of Geor- 
gia, published each year by Georgia 
State Chamber of Commerce, is out 
today and in the usual fine style. This 
little booklet, prepared for distribution 
to business and industrial firms interested 
in expanding in the South’s growing 
market area, has proved most effective. 

This one effort ‘has contributed con- 
siderably in making it possible for the 
state chamber to say: 

“Georgia industry has more than dou- 
bled during recent years. The latest sur- 
vey revealed Georgia third in the nation 
in the-mumber of new commercial and 
ind firms established during the 
year. Huiidreds of national firms are en- 
joying pleasant and profitable operations 
in the state, many with plans for expan- 
sion. However, much of Georgia remains 
dependent upon agrarian income in spite 
of its advantages for industrial develop- 
ment.” 

It is the latter field in which the 
state chamber and all other agencies in- 
terésted in the economic development of 
the state is finding its most challenging 
work. Migration from the farms is an 
economie fact. But in order to build a 
well-balanced economy, diversification 
and decentralization of industrial devel- 
opment, it is important to assist and di- 
rect communities in finding alternate 
means of income. 

As the survey points out so well, 
Georgia has all the assets needed for 
business and industrial development. It 
has a reservoir of labor, mild climate, 
adequate water supplies if properly uti- 
lized, a stable work force, an improving 
educational and highway system, a fair 
tax structure, an ambitious housing pro- 
gram, communities interested in further- 
ing themselves, a fast-growing market, 
good port facilities, splendid transporta- 
tion outlets by rail, truck and air, and 
many, many other advantages. 

Georgia’s economic growth, no longer 
a novelty, still provides its surprises. It 
is eye-opening, for instance, to note that 
the output of electric power in the past 
10 years has increased at a rate nearly 
double the U.S. ‘percentage while~at the 
same time power costs are among the 
lowest in the nation. 

The state’s business leaders are pre- 
dicting another good year for the state, 
a year in which economic growth will 
proceed at a pace about as fast as it can 
be absorbed. While there is considerable 
caution in the business community, there 
definitely is no cause for‘pessimism. The 
attitude, energy and willingness of all 
Georgians to risk and to work mean con- 
tinued progress.

Greeting Card Industry

Money Can Be Saved 
In School Transport 


The State Board of Education has pro- 
posed legislation which would provide 
for state ownership and operation of 
school buses. One of the recommenda- 
tions of the economy study committee 


_two years ago, the idea has been kicked 


around the capital for a number of years. 


Today there are approximately 4,674 
such vehicles in operation. Seventy per 
cent of them are owned by counties and 
30 per cent by individuals who operate 
buses under contract with the counties. 
The entire operation costs the state about 
12 million dollars a year. It is one of the 
most costly items of the education bill. 


It is believed that several million dol- 
lars a year could be saved if the state 
owned and operated all buses. And as 
board member James S. Peters, of Man- 
chester, declared, it is about the only place 
where substantial economies in education 
can be effected. 


The economies would come in mass 
purchases of buses and supplies, central 
servicing at highway department depots 
and more efficient routing. 


The board doubts its ability to get 
such a measure through the Legislature 
at this time. The politically powerful bus 
drivers’ organization repeatedly has 
thrown all its weight against it. They 
can be expected to continue that course. 

But if the General Assembly seriously 
is interested in economy in education, here 
is the place to start. Funds thus saved 
could through the years be used to im- 
prove plants and facilities and to pay 
teachers a decent wage. It is a gross dis- 
regard of the public’s interest that action 
has been postponed this long. 

Surely the General Assembly will lis- 
ten this timé to the State Board of Edu- 
cation in its genuine effort to save money!

Leaders of NATO 
Walk a Tightrope 


To many at a distance it must look as though 
the NATO heads of state have been walking on 


eggs in a dream world. The basic lines of con- ? 
ference decision have been: To speed up negotiations with the Soviet 
on disarmament, To proceed simultaneously on arming NATO with 


missiles and missile bases. 

The purpose of this column is 
to report on: 

Why NATO was so attentive to 
its 16th participant, Premier Bul- 
ganin. 

What ideas some NATO leaders 
have on how to keep the Kremlin 
on the defensive in the cold war. 


There were times there in Paris 
when it seemed Bulganin was ex- 
erting a stronger voice than any- 
body else. The reasons are these: 

The NATO governments are in 
part. the prisoners of their own 
public opinion. 

The Europeans, closer to the 
havoe of World War II than we 
were, now see Russian Sputniks 
but no American Sputniks in 
orbit. They want to buy time until 
U.S. power is again made visible. 

This is why such a rock-like 
ally as Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer wants to explore the ne- 
gotiating potential of the Bulganin 
letters to NATO before accepting 
American missiles. He is not 
fooled by Moscow and he is not 
wishful. He knows that he must 
re-shape German public opinion 
before he can do otherwise and 
he needs time to do it.

The danger is this: Can there 
be useful negotiations with Mos- 
cow at this stage when the So- 
viets are more confident and

the West? 

It is accurate to say there was 
no appeasement sentiment at the 
NATO conference table. But there 
is a new kind of brinkmanship— 
a willingness to venture to the 
brink of appeasement in the hope 
that nobody will be pushed over, 

The European leaders do not 
believe the Soviets will offer any 
acceptable compromises but they 
want to show their own publics 
that they are trying. They want 
to keep the negotiations going 
until the United States can begin 
turning its IRBMs and its ICBMs 
off the assembly line. 

There is little doubt most of 
them will take the missiles when 
they are ready. 

The state of mind reflected in 
Paris should give the United 
States the greatest incentive to do 
more to get its own “‘moon’’ into 
space and its missiles into pro- 
duction. There is nothing more 
urgent—absolutely nothing. 

What is equally important is 
that the West take such a 
positive, persistent, creative in- 
itiative in offering constructive 
peace proposals to Moscow that 
the Kremlin will have less time 
and opportunity to suffocate the 
world with deceptive peace pro 
posals.

The Auto Muffler Law 
Is Ignored Inexcusably 


At least one important segment of the 
Metropolitan Atlanta area can look for- 
ward to a little more peace and quiet. 

College Park’s City Council has in- 
structed the police department there to 
enforce the law pertaining to automobile 
mufflers, 

A state law was enacted in 1953 re- 
quiring that all automobiles be equipped 
with mufflers in good working condition. 
The re has been flagrantly ig- 
nored by the thoughtless and irrespon- 


sible who have doctored their cars to 


make them roar, pop and snort down the 


highway in a bedlam of nerve-shatter-. 


ing noise. 

It seems inconceivable that after the 
industry has spent untold 
on costs, which in turn is 
to the consumer, to make 
smoothly and silently as 
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Mankind has warred relentlessly on 
the mosquito and the tsetse fly. He care- 
fully avoids the black widow spider. 

He does, because these insects are 
death-dealing. 

But he has been complacent about a 
pest that kills 750 to 1,000 persons annu- 
ally, does millions of dollars’ damage to 
property and is a blight to beauty and 
national pride. 

That pest is the litterbug. 

The litterbug is the careless, thought- 
less, untidy, sometimes criminal, individ- 
ual who insists on strewing over the 
countryside anything he no longer wants, 

People are hurt or they die from in- 
juries caused when autos swerve to miss 
boxes, bottles, cans and larger objects 
thrown on the highways. Fires arising 
from rubbish take their toll in prop- 
erty and in persons. Disease, too, follows 
the trail of the litterbug. 

The money spent cleaning up the 
streets and highways each year could 
build hundreds of miles of new roads. 

So far not much has been done to 
eliminate the litterbug. 

There is an encouraging note, though. 

The nation is mobilizing in the Keep 
America: Beautiful Campaign. The edu- 
cation phase has produced slogans like 


-“No more throw-away: living.” Forty- 


four states have passed litterbug control 
laws. Included is Georgia, where the fine 
for littering the highways, incidentally, 
is an unrealistic.$1,000. It’s much less for 
drunk driving. 

As 1957 ends, the tools are available 
to keep America beautiful. What the 
drive needs for success is a public ear- 
nestly willing to take up the tools and 
go into the garden. 


WASHINGTON—Despite the overriding 
urgency for improving America’s defense pos- 
ture and international relations, a fight over a 
question related to civil rights could snarl the U.S. Senate soon 
alter Congress convenes next month. This issue is a pending pro- 
posal to limit debate in the Senate. 


It is strongly backed by North- 
ern liberals like Sen. Jacob Javits 
(R-NY) who are the chief advo- 
cates of civil rights legislation. 
And Javits already has indicated 
he may try to push early in the 
session for a rules change that 
got shunted aside last summer. 


Such a move certainly will 
plunge Georgia’s Senators Rus- 
sell and Talmadge into the fray 
again along with their Southern 
colleagues in another round of the 
old North-South argument. And if 
Javits and his cohorts make a 
determined effort to change the 
rules a Southern filibuster is al- 
most certain to result. 


Wielding unusual influence for 
a freshman senator, Talmadge 
twice last session blocked efforts 
by Javits to bring the rules 
change proposal to the Senate 
floor. Whether he can do it again 
in 1958 is problematical. 

Senate Rule 22 is the one which 
requires a two-thirds vote of the 
entire membership to apply 
cloture or shut off debate. This 
is what the liberals like Javits, 
Sen. Paul Douglas (D-Ill) and 
others want changed, They want 
it changed because Southerners 
long have used a filibuster or 
threat of one to block or weaken 
civil rights legislation.

Then Javits tried on the Senate 
floor to get unanimous con- 
sent for the Rules Committee to 
sit while the Senate was in ses- 
sion. Talmadge was on the floor 
at the time and blocked it. 

The Georgian and Javits were 
named a deadlocked 
two-man subcommittee to con- 
sider the changes. Talmadge in- 
sisted on holding public hearings 
and the issue then was laid aside 
as the Senate got into the debate 
over the civil rights bill. 

Now it seems the rule change 
question is going to raise its 
troublesome head again early in 
January.

Today’s hand should have pro- 
vided an interesting duel of wits 
between West and South. How- 
ever, neither player displayed 
himself to full advantage and the 
final one trick set was in the 
nature of a default. 


The slam contract was reason- 
ably sound and. West opened the 
10 of diamonds. Declarer took the 
trick in his hand and drove out 
the ace of trumps. West, follow- 
ing the course of least resistance, 
continued with the nine of dia- 
monds. Dummy played the ace 
while South discarded a club. 
After extracting trumps, he tried 
the heart finesse and was de- 
feated when he lost to West's 
queen. 

Declarer had not given himself 
the best chance. West's passive 
defense had afforded him the op- 
portunity for a better play. When 
the nine of diamonds came back, 
declarer should have ruffed in 
his hand, postponing the discard. 
After trumps are drawn, there 
are two chances for the contract. 
South should first try the hearts, 
by playing the ace and king. It 


is true that normally the play for 
the drop of the queen with five 
outstanding cards is slightly in- | 
ferior to the finesse, but the play 
has this merit: If it fails, de- 
clarer has not reliquished the lead 
and is in position to try another 
play; namely, the club finesse. 

When the queen drops, the bat- 
tle is over. Had the queen of 
hearts not fallen, declarer would 
be in a position to try the club 
finesse. When that succeeds, de 
clarer obtains, in all, three dis- 
cards: one on the club and two 
on the diamonds. 

However, enterprising defense 
by West will render declarer’s 
problem more acute. On obtain- 
ing the lead with the ace of 
trumps, West’s best defense is a 
club shift, which forces declarer 
to make an immediate election. 
If he takes the finesse, the hand 
will be won, but when the pres- 
sure is applied to him, he may 
decide to try for the hearts rather 
than the clubs, in which case the 
finesse would surely appeal to 
him as a more attractive play.

And women will share the news 
spotlight as the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
marshals its forces to focus attention on topics of 


“vital concern.” 

A statewide juvenile court 
bill, calling for establishment 
of 20 district detention homes 
and extension of probation 
services, will take top priority 
in the federation’s legislative 
program. (The importance of 
this bill has been covered in a 
series of articles in the Sunday 
Journal-Constitution. )

etta, as chairman, will climax

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months of exhaustive research 
in a final push in support of 
various bills ranging from men- 
tal health and education to 
traffic and literature laws. 
COMMITTEE 

Members of the legislative 
committee—Mrs. R. E. Dunn, 
Smyrna; Mrs. Vincent Malnas- 
ke, Marietta; Mrs. J. C. Hayes 
and Mrs. George Doughtie, 
Atlanta — have spent many 
hours of work on the program. 

‘But this is not a job for the 
committee alone,” observed 
Mrs. Inman. “We have a very 
worthwhile and ambitious pro- 
gram, and the concentrated as- 
sistance of each member is ur- 
gently needed in the furthering 
of this legislation.” 

Details of each item on the 
legislative agenda have been 
presented to members of all 
units of the federation, so that 
“each individual will be fully 
informed on the subject.” 

“To be successful,” added 
Mrs. Inman, “it is imperative 
that the legislators be advised 
of our position on the various 
bills.”’ 

SUPPORT 

Clubwomen in every district 
contacted their legislators ‘a 
complete list of senators and 
representatives was sent to 
each club) and, in most cases, 
the women won expressions of 
support from the solons. 

A federation committee ap- 
pointed to study the mental 
health program had numerous 
meetings before making a se- 
ries of recommendations adopt- 
ed by the organization. 

“‘We will work hand in hand 
at the General Assembly to 
help alleviate the great mental 
health problem in Georgia,” 
Mrs. Inman vowed. 

The federation has adopted a 
seven - point recommendation 
that calls for revising of com- 
mitment laws and _ establish- 
ment of nine regional mental 
health centers for early and 
intensive treatment, and vari- 
ous improvements at the State 
Hospital at Milledgeville. 

“We want to keep these sick 
people out of jail,” Mrs. Inman 
explained, “‘and give them the 
care they need for complete re- 
covery wherever possible.” 
OUT-PATIENT CLINICS 

The women would like to see 
establishment of from 10 to 15 
additional out-patient clinics. 

If adopted, the clubwomen’s 


schocis State Hospital and re- 
gional centers. 

The plan to improve con- 
ditions at the state mental hos- 
pital is designed to ‘“‘bring the 
Milledgeville institution up to 
the standards necessary for ap- 
proval as a training and re 
search center.” The plan 
would also provide a director of 
volunteer services and chaplain- 
cy service on a standard that 
would permit intern training of 
ministerial students. 


RETARDED CHILDREN 


“We would like to see at 
least one more institution for 
mentally retarded’ children, 


such as Gracewood at Augus- 


ta,”’ declared Mrs. J. C. Hayes, 
co-chairman of the federation’s 
legislative committee. 


While patients at Gracewood 
receive splendid medical care, 
she added, the institution is ter- 
ribly lacking in equipment and 
trained personnel and attend- 
ants. 


She pointed out that the tax- 
supported institution needs to 
expand facilities. There are 
more than 900 patients between 
the ages of 6 and 18 now at 
Gracewood, and a “waiting 
list’’ of several hundred who 
need the care offered there. 


The clubwomen feel that 
treatment with modern tech- 
niques could ‘‘work miracles” 
to change the state’s mental 
health pictures. 

The federation’s recommen- 
dations are generally in line 
with those of a special Senate- 
House committee which has 
been studying the mental health 
problem in Georgia. 

Mental health will be one of 
the big issues in the forthcom- 
ing legislative session.

Another year is about to slip 
beyond time’s horizon. This is 
the perfect time to start some- 
thing that will make life a 
little new again. Alas, what we 
don’t use, we lose—whether it’s 
muscle tone, imagination, or 
the ability to move with ease. 

Ease through a few simple 
stretch-bend movements. They 
will prove to be unexpectedly 
rewarding in terms of in- 
creased suppleness and free- 
dom of motion. The secret is 
regularity ... stretch and 
bend every day. 

Stand sidewards to the wall 
and try this measured stretch. 
Stand an inch from the wall, 
left side toward wall, arm 
raised and placed against the 
wall. The movement is to 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h muscularly from 
the waistline, push the arm up 
the wall—reach! The stretch 
must be through the midsection 
more than reaching with the 
arm. Repeat slowly about six 
times, relaxing between stretch 
movements. Then stretch mus- 
cularly all along the other side. 
When you finish you should feel 
taller. 

Follow through with a meas- 
ured sidebend. This movement 
helns to increase flexibility. 

Standing with feet apart, 
right -arm stretched up, left 
arm down at side. Pull up snug- 
ly with the abdominal muscles 
and stretch slim through the 
middle. Holding the up-stretch, 
slowly bend toward the left, 
and as you bend slide the left 
hand down toward the left knee. 
As you increase in flexibility 
you'll bend with more ease. 
Don’t overdo in the beginning. 
Change sides and bend toward 
the right. 

Get a lift with this Cross-To- 
Fly movement: Standing, arms 
down, hands crossed in front 
of body at wrists. Swing arms 
out to sides, going up on toes 
and pulling slim through the 
middle. Swing and lift and— 
toss your troubles away. 

If you stretch and bend and 
keep flexible, then no matter 
how the years fly by... you 
are not old!

Christmas Day 


The angel on top of the Christmas tree looks a little top-heavy 
and jaded—reflecting, perhaps, the feelings of the rest of us. The 
candies have burned down, the greenery is turning brown. Those 
bits of glitter in the crack of the floor scrunch when you walk on 
them because they are, of course, fallen ornaments. 

And as I write in this vein I’m mortally ashamed because it 
would indicate that with the dying accouterments some of the 
magic had gone out of the Christmas season. 


Henry Grady did not find it so. A friend of mine has cherished 
for years the memory of something Mr. Grady wrote on the day 
after Christmas and the other day she found and shared it with me. 

It is called, “A Perfect Christmas Day” and it appeared in 
The Constitution the day after Christmas, 1888. 


Wrote Mr. Grady: ‘“‘No man or woman now living will see again 
such a Christmas Day as the one that closed yesterday when the 
dying sun plied the western skies with gold and purple. 

“A winter day it was, shot to the core with sunshine! It was 
enchanting to walk abroad in its prodigal beauty, to breathe its 
elixir, to reach out the hands and plunge them open-fingered 
through its pulsing waves of warmth and freshness. It was June 


- and November welded and fused into a perfect glory that held the 


sunshine and the snow beneath tender and splendid skies. To have 
winnowed such a day from the teemed winter was to have found an 
odorous peach on a bough whipped in the storms of winter. One 
caught the musk of yellow grain, the flavor of ripened nuts, the 
fragrance of strawberies, the exquisite odor of violets—the aroma 
of all seasons in the wonderful day. The hum of bees underrode 
the whistling wings of wild geese flying southward. The fires slept 
in drowsing grates, while the people, marvelling outdoors, watched 
the soft winds woo the roses and the lilies. 


“Truly, it was the day of days! Amid its riotous luxury surely 


. life was worth living. Worth living to hold up the head and breathe 


it in as thirsting men drink water: to put every sense on its 
gracious excellence; to throw the hands wide apart and hug whole 


' armfuls of the day close to the heart, till the heart itself is en- 


raptured and illumined. God’s benediction came down with the day, 
slow-dropping from the skies. God’s smile was its light and all 
through and through its supernal and stillness, unspoken, but ap- 
pealing to every heart and sanctifying every soul, was His invoca- 
tion and promise: ‘Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men.’ ” 


I started to say they don’t make Christmas Days like that any 
more. But the truth is they don’t make observers like Mr. Grady. 

These days most of us are too weighted down with responsi- 
bilities to and for the human race to be able to knock off and take 
pure, unmitigated pleasure in a pretty day. And when we glory in 
the weather, of course, our adjectives are feeble things beside Mr.

It is not a pleasant holiday thought to those whose 
hearts belong to Tennessee, but it is quite possible that 
the Volunteers will become the first major football 
team in history to lose two bowl games in one year. 

This becomes an even more disturbing thought to Knoxville 
loyalists when reminded that it is their very bitterest rival, Geor- 
gia Tech, that solely owns the distincti®n of two bowl victories in 
one season.

A Knoxville 
paper headlined: ‘‘Vol Bowl Record Is Short On Wins—But This 
Is THE Year.” 

And tor most of that 1957 Sugar Bow! game it did look like 
the year. ‘Tennessee led 7-6. Then a Baylor Bear kicked Vol guard 
Bruce Burnham in the face. This seemed to upset the Vols. Mo- 
ments later Majors fumbled on the 15, Baylor recovered, scored and 
went back to Texas with a 13-7 win. 

Knoxville writer Harold Harris, a man who devotes much time 
to the study of the Volunteers’ ups and downs, has recapped Ten- 
nessee’s bow! bouts. I am sure he is as close to the Tennessee situ- 
ation as any writer. He knows the coaches and the athletes. As Har- 
ris sees it, here are the reasons for the six Vol losses preceding 
the Baylor upset: 

Rose Bowl! (1940)—Southern Cal 14, Tennessee 0. ‘‘With a limp- 
ing George Cafego, the Vols were doomed even before the game 
started. With an able-bodied Cafego it might have been real close.”’ 

Sugar Bowl (1941)—Boston College 19, Tennessee 13. *‘The Vols 
played this one too close to the vest."” You may remember Frank 
Leahy’s Eagles used the fake-pass run (Tennessee special) to win 
this one. 

Rose Bowl (1945)—Southern Cal 25, Tennessee 0. “‘This wartime 
Vol team had no business playing in the Rose Bowl. Strictly no 
contest between Tennessee’s 4-Fs and a Navy-trained USC.” 


—Wyatt Captained Debut Team Winner 

Orange Bow! (1947)—Rice 8, Tennessee 0. ‘‘Service returnees 
didn’t want to make trip without wives, played like it and Owls won 
probably dullest Orange Bowl game on record.” 

Sugar Bowl (1952)—Maryland 28, Tennessee 13. “National champ 
Vols ‘felt their oats’ and Terrapins just knocked them flat. Jim 
‘Yatum’s team could have called the score that day.’ I saw this 
game and still have a clear picture in my mind of how helpless 
‘ennessee looked. 

Cotton Bowl (1953)—Texas 16, Tennessee 0. “Vols changed 
coaches just before game when Bob Neyland retired. Unlucky Har- 
vey Robinson’s team no match for ponderous Longhorns.” 

The three Vol bowl] successes were a 17-0 victory over Oklahoma 
in the 1989 Orange Bowl; 14-7 win over Tulsa in the 1943 Sugar Bowl; 
and a 20-14 win over Texas in the 1951 Cotton Bowl. 

It is of note that Tennessee’s 1939 bowl debut team, was cap- 
tained by Wyatt. He kicked a field goal and ran across one extra 
point in the triumph. And it is of much greater note that that team 
was the last major college football team to escape a season un- 
beaten, untied and unscored on. 

So it is a man of great pride that leads the Vols into Satur- 
day’s battle with the Texas Aggies at Jacksonville’s Gator Bowl. 

For pure, hard-knocking football entertainment, the game is 
unchallenged by any other bow! match this season. 

Wyatt and the Aggies’ Bear Bryant may go down in history as 
the win hungriest coaches ever to walk on a bow! battlefield. It’s 
the Aggies tirst bowl trip since 1944, and Bryant would like nothing 
more than to leave Texans waving googby with tears streaming 
down their cheeks.

[f THAT BOY GOT A GUN, TEACH HIM TO USE IT RIGHT

It’s the day after Christmas. The old man 
with the frosty beard and supersonic reindeer 
has come and gone. All around the land, he’s 
left a sizeable lot of gifts. In- 
cluded in his list of presents is 
a fair portion of outdoor equip- 
ment, as fishing rods, lures, 
guns, knives and assorted out- 
door equipment. Some of those 
things may put a few fellows 
on the road to the finest hours 
of their lives. 

Christmas is not all for the 
kids. We ourselves share much 2) 
of the pleasure while we shop to , 
decide what they'll like best, 
and even more pleasure when § q, 
we see their eyes light up and know we've chosen

wisely and well. The moment is a proud and 
satisfying one. 

But if your selection or mine is in the out- 
door field, our responsibility doesn’t end under 
the Christmas tree. If you’ve given that boy a 
gun, he’s got to be taught how to use it. From 
a BB air rifle to a 12-gauge blunderbus, any 
firearm is a lethal weapon in unskilled hands. 

If he’s a normal boy, the chances are that 
he’s spent about half his life with his eyes 
glued to shoot-em-up westerns, and with his cap 
pistol he has learned to ape the hero with a 
quick draw and deadly aim. That’s fun with a 
toy. It’s serious business when he swaps that 
toy for a real weapon. 

We've got to teach him that. With his first 
real gun, he graduates into a man and his days 
of even pointing any kind of a gun barrel at any 
creature he does not wish to kill, are gone. 
Whether we've got the time or not, we simply 


must allow enough hours to explain how dan- 
gerous a carelessly handled gun can be, to stress 
the safety measures which might save his life 
or the life of the kid next door, to teach him 
that song birds are not game birds and that tar- 
get shooting shouldn’t be done in the vicinity of 
houses, people or livestock. 

I get reports each week on hunting accidents 
from many of the states. A surprisingly large 
percentage of them involve teen-agers who have 
not been taught the basic principles of gun safety. 
The worst punishment any individual can carry 
with him through life, is regret that a moment 
of his carelessness cost the life of a friend. 

He’ll get more pleasure out of his other out- 
door equipment if he knows how to use it. Spend 
some hours showing him how his tent should be 
set up for its maximum efficiency against rain, 
and so that the first puff of wind won't blow it 
down. Teach him to cut away from his fingers, 


face and other parts of his body with a knife, 
how to light his small cooking stove. 

If it’s fishing tackle, start him on the lawn, 
with a practice plug. There is one right way, 
and only one, to hold that casting, spinning or 
fly rod for the utmost in accuracy and distance 
of the cast. If you are like me, it won’t be much, 
but tell him what you know about fishing, where 
the big bass and trout feed and what lures your 
experience has taught you are the most reliable 
fish-getters. 

You'll probably discover that there is even 
more pleasure in watching that boy or girl learn 
how to handle outdoor equipment the right way, 
than you had making the initial purchase and 
watching him open his Christmas gift. You'll find 
yourself closer to the kids, and they'll be closer 
to you—with something that doesn’t pass with the 
Christmas star. 

Think it over.

“No, siree,” was Bell’s 
prompt reply. “I wouldn’t per- 
mit it. I. don’t think it is honest 
to sell tickets to thousands of 
people then afterwards, when 


all the tickets are gone, to give 
the game to television.

“If you are going to televise 
you should announce # before 
tickets go on sale.”
